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COMPULSORY UNIONISM: 
THE NEW SLAVERY

For a generation all labor un­ 
ions denounced “yellow dog con­ 
tracts” 
under 
which 
employees 
were forced either to join a union 
approved by their employ er or not 
to join any union. To free labor 
from such coercion these “yellow 
dog contracts” were made unlaw­ 
ful by national and state laws. 
But today union labor leaders 
arc dem anding that a new variety 
of “yellow dog contract” be lega- 
iized. This is .called a union shop 
agreem ent. Under such an agree­ 
m ent the employer forces every 
old and new employee to be a 
m em ber. pa_\ dues, and submit to 
the discipline of one particular un­ 
ion, or else lose his job. The union 
m ay be a good or bad union. It 
m ay be loyal to the workers and 
to the governm ent, or it may be a 
com m unist * controlled union dis­ 
loyal to both. 
The old laws prohibit mg “yellow 
dog contracts” have been modi­ 
fied (at union dem and1 bv nation­ 
al laws which perm it gn employ­ 
er to make such a contract com­ 
pelling m em bership in a union rep­ 
resenting the m ajority of his em ­ 
ployees of one craft or class. The from 
tjle 
only legal obstacles to the estau who hejcj 
lishment of compulsory unionism 
and a monopoly of employments 
throughout the United States are: 
1. The laws of nineteen states, 
which make it illegal either to 
compel a man to join a union in 
order to earn a living, or to pre­ 
vent him from joming a union. 


1. It is a simple historical fact 
that the unions have increased in 
num bers and in economic and po­ 
litical power in the last twenty 
years as voluntary organizations, 
and under favoring national and 
state laws, they have no need to 
compel unwilling workers to join 
and pay them dues. 
It is also hardly debatable that 
a voluntary or gam/.at ion of work­ 
ers united for self - help is inher­ 
ently a much stronger organiza­ 
tion than s union comjiosed to a 
considerable extent 
of unwilling 
m em bers 
Many of the strongest 
friends of organized labor have 
pointed out on m any occasions that 
the strength of unionism in volun­ 
tary organizations would be great­ 
ly weakened by converting them 
into compulsory, monopolistic or­ 
ganizations which if legally perm it­ 
ted. will inevitable require detail­ 
ed regulation by government which 
would otherwise be unnecessary. 
Two m em bers of the National 
Defense Mediation 
Board, 
Judge 
Charles E. Wyzanski (form er Soli­ 
citor of the Departm ent of Labor» 
and form er Senator Frank P. G ra­ 
ham , both made this point in op­ 
position to compulsory unionism. 
President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt 
made a sim ilar public pronounce-» 
merit. Mr. Justice Frankfurter in 
the state “ right - to - work” cases 
(335 U.S.5 38) quoted extensively 
late Justice Brandeis, 
that 
“the ideal Condi 
tion for a union is to be strong 
and stable, and yet to have in the 
trade outside its own ranks an ap­ 
preciable num ber of men who are 
non - unionists. . . Such a nucleus i 
of unorganized labor will check 
oppression by the unions as the 
I unions check oppression by the em- 
2. A provision in the Taft - Hart- pi0y er.” 
ley Act which perm its these state 
laws to be 
enforceed, although, 
where there are no state laws, un­ 
ion closed shop contracts may be 
lawful. 
3. The Constitution of the Unit­ 
ed States—under which the right 
of a man to earn a living without 
being compelled to pay tribute to 
a private organization, and the 
right of a man to join or refuse 
to join a private organization are 
guaranteed—and which should be 
and, let us hoppe, will be protect­ 
ed against private or public denial. 
It is hard to understand how la­ 
bor unions, which have developed 
as voluntary organizations of self- 
help, to free labor from any op­ 
pressions of em ployer power, can 
justify their present 
program of 
using tthe em ployer’s control of 
jobs to force men into unions to 
which they do not wish to belong. 
The m ajor arguments in behalf 
of compulsory unionism are as fol­ 
lows: 1. “Union security," that is, 
the strength of the union, depends 
upon universal acceptance of mem­ 
bership as a condition of employ­ 
ment. 2. Majority rule is a demo­ 
cratic principle, and a minority of 
workers who will not voluntarily 
support the union should be com­ 
pelled to do so to solidify the pow­ 
er of the majority. 3. The union 
negoitiates contracts for the benefit 
of all employees of a craft or class, 
and those who do not voluntarily 
contribute support to an organiza­ 
tion which benefits them should be 
compelled to contribute. 4. The 
power of discipline over all work­ 
ers should be available to the un­ 
ion that it may insure the fulfill­ 
ment of contracts and other as­ 
sumed obligations. 
Not one of the foregoing argu­ 
ments can be maintained against | 
the facts, nor can they justify the 
oppression annd denial 
of indivi­ 
dual liberty which is the inherent 
wrong of compulsory unionism. 


2. “M ajority dem ocratic rule re ­ 
quires the m inority to support the 
m ajority.” This is a wholly ficti­ 
tious argum ent because our laws 
and customs already require the 
m inority af employees who are n o t! 
m em bers of a labor 
union to a c - ! 
cept the term s and work under the 
contracts of the m ajority. This is 
sim ilar to the requirem ent that ■ 
any m inority or dissenting group 
in a community m ust accept the 
laws enacted the m ajority repre­ 
sentatives. But, even in the cas® 
of public laws, a dissenting mino­ 
rity, a political party in opposition, ; 
is not required to stop its opposi-; 
tion. nor is it required to contrib-1 
ute to 
the 
political 
support o f ! 
the m ajority party. Even m em bers 
of the m ajority are at liberty to 
withdraw from such an associa­ 
tion. 
Those who espouse compulsory j 
unionism are essentially adopting 
the com m unist theory that there 
should be only one party to which 
everyone should give allegiance 
and 
support. 
Inside 
the 
party 
there 
m a y 
be 
disagreem ents 
but no one is perm itted to go out­ 
side 
and 
support an opposition 
movem ent. 
The 
claim 
of dem ocratic m a­ 
jority rule by compulsory union­ 
ism is a pure fraud. Our demo­ 
cratic theory of m ajority rule is 
based on the preservation of m in­ 
ority rights and m inority opposi­ 
tion and the possibility of shifting 
the m ajority power. But when the 
w orkers are required to join and 
support a union regardless of their 
desire to oppose it, the whole dem ­ 
ocratic 
basis 
of 
m ajority 
rule 
disapears. It

monopoly rule which has no place 
in a dem ocratic society and which 
as a m atter of fact, is a product 
of idate socialism and com munism . 
3. 
The 
free 
rider 
argum ent; 
Much public stress is laid on the 
argum ent that, since the union ne­ 
gotiates for the benefit of all work­ 
ers of a class, all such w orkers 
should be compelled to contribute 
to the cost of m aintaining the un­ 
ion activities. This argum ent has 
a superrficial appeal, but it is 
both fundam entally unsound and 
highly deceptive as to the facts. 
The argum ent is fundam entally 
unsound because all through our 
s o c i e t v voluntary organizations 
carry on activities which benefit 
a great many who do not contrib­ 
ute any financial or other support. 
F raternal organizations, churches 
and civic and 
political organiza­ 
tions raise money, orgnize work 
and carry it on for the beneiil 
of a large num ber of persons who 
contribute no support. How absurd 
it would be to suggest that when­ 
ever a voluntary organization bone 
fits 
any group of people it should 
be em powered to compel them by 
law or by economic pressure to 
contribute support! 


The argum ent is also highly de­ 
ceptive for three reasons. First, 
only a p art of the dues and assess­ 
m ents of the unions is devvoted to 
negot iting contracts. The unions 
have a great m any activities such 
as political cam paigns, social and 
and so forth, to which no one 
should be compelled to contribute, 
particularly 
when he himseW is 
not convinced that they are fbp%is 
benefit. 
Second, the real objective of forc­ 
ing all workers to join unions is, 
as the union leaders them selves 
ad m it/n o t so m uch to compel them 
to pay their share of an exjien.se, 
as to compel them to accept the 
discipline of the organization and, 
by concerted actions and the ap ­ 
pearance of 
increased num bers, 
add to the economic and political 
power of the union. 
Third, the unions sought and ob­ 
tained by law a special privilege 
—the right to represent any m inor­ 
ity of non - m em ber employees 
and to m ake contracts binding on 
any such m inority. The unions took 
away by law the right and free­ 
dom of individual em ployees to con­ 
tract for them selves — and now 
the unions dem and 
that 
non - 
m em bers be compelled to pay for 
having their freedom of contract 
taken away and exercised against 
their will! The non-m em ber is not 
a "free - rider” ; he is a captive 
passenger. 
4. The need of an incrased pow­ 
er of discipline: This argum ent,

ing vehem ence, is based on the 
theory that non - union em ployees, , 
who cannot be disciplined by de- i 
priving them of their em ploym ent, j 
are a m enace both to the union j 
and to the em ployer because they 
will not live up to contract obli­ 
gations. 


Here again is a fraudulent ar­ 
gum ent because the non - union 
em ployee is just as much bound 
as the union employee to 
carry 
out th obligations of the trade 
agreem ent. 
Also, without 
bbeing 
m ade 
a 
m em ber of the union the indepen­ 
dent worker is subject to em ploy­ 
e r discipline to an even greater de­ 
gree than a union m em ber. If he 
breaks contract obligations, or re­ 
fuses to obey m anagem ent orders, 
he can be and will be disciplined 
by the em ployer, and he will not 
have any union backing to suppport 
him in a recalcitrant position. On 
the other hand, if a union man 
gets in difficulty with the m anage­ 
m ent, the union is obligated to sup- 
ixirt him if it can. What the unions 
really m ean 
is that they want 
the power of disccipline over all 
em ployees, 
particularly 
so 
that 
they will strike, or otherw ise sup­ 
port the union officials in w hat­ 
ever possition they m ay take which 
is 
antagonistic 
to m anagem ent. 
The fact is that the increased pow­ 
er of discipline given to union of­ 
ficials by com pulsory unionism is. 
all contrary to the interest of both 
the em ployer and the free w orker. 
There are 
various other 
argu­ 
m ents brought forw ard by the un­ 
ions in the effort to prove th at a 
w orker is beter off as a com pul­ 
sory m em ber than if he is allow­ 
ed to rem ain voluntarily a non - 
m em ber. For instance, the A. F. of 
L. contends that if the em ployee is 
not a union m an “ he has no voice 
at all i n determ ining his rate of 
pay, his hours or other conditions 
of 
e m p l o y m e n t 
T heoreti­ 
cally, this appears to be plaus­ 
ible. But as a practical fact the 
union m em ber of one of the huge 
unions of m odern tim es has as 
sm all a voice in determ ining un­ 
ion policies and program s as the 
average citizen who is not active 
in jiolitics has in making the laws. 


The m ost effective voice which 
any m an can have in an organiza­ 
tion, unless he is a p art of the 
ruling hierarchy, is the voice of 
oppositiion, the voice of criticism . 
This m ay be a sm all voice, but 
one which can be m ade effective 
only if it is coupled with the pow­ 
er to withdraw from the organiza­ 
tion, to refuse to give it m oral 
and 
financial 
support, 
and 
to

threaten unwise or vicious leader, 
ship with the development of a ri­ 
val faction or organization to chal- j 
lenge its authority. 
The m ajor value of labor organi­ 
zations to the w orkers lies in their 
power to control their representa­ 
tives. They m ay become helpless | 
subjects of a labor autocracy if 
the individual worker is denied the 
right and freedom to refuse to sup- ■ 
port an official or an organization 
which does not truly represent him. ; 
How m uch should a m an rely on 
the servant he employs, who then | 
assum es to be his m aster and say 
“ You m ust obey m e or I will cut 
your th ro at?” 
Let us review briefly a few other j 
union argum ents against “ right-to- 
w ork” laws. 
The unions 
claim j 
these laws are an “ anti - labor 
weapon.” How 
can 
a 
law 
be 
"anti - labor” which provides only 
that an em ployee shall be absol­ 
utely free from em ployer coercoin j 
,-ither to join or not to join a tu. 
ion? How can a law sustaining the 
freedom of labor be honestly call­ 
ed ?n “ anti - labor’ ’law? The un­ 
ions are actually claim ing that it 
is 
against the interests of the 
worker to be free from employer 
coercion! They are claim ing that 
if the union approves of employ­ 
er coercion, then it is 
“ anti - 
labor" to insist that the employee 
be kept free from any tyrannical 
use 
of 
the 
em ployer’s 
power, 
against which union labor claim s 
to be the ancient, tim e - honored 
enemy! 
The 
a g r e e m e n t 
for union 
closed shop is now called a “ union 
security" agreem ent. This very de­ 
signation is a confession that is is 
not the worker who is m ade more 
secure by union closed shop agree­ 
m ents. In fact, he is m ade utter­ 
ly dependent upon a 
tyrannical 
control of his livelihood, exercised 
jointly by the em ployer and the 
union. Only the union itself — that 
is, the union officialdom — is m ade

The Railway Labor Act (1926, 
1934, the W agner Act (1935), and 
the Taft - H artley Act (1947» in 
the sam e language established in 
all industries subject 
to 
federal 
law the right of all em ployees to 
“ self - organization" and “ to bar­ 
gain collectively through represen­ 
tatives of their own cho .sing' 
— 
and the right to exercise these 
rights tree from em ployer "inter­ 
ference, 
influence or 
coercion." 
How can there poss.bly be “self- 
organization’ 
or 
“representatives 
of their own choosing" when men 
and women are co m p ile d to join 
unions against their will? How can 
there be freedom from em ployer 
“ interference, influence or coer­ 
cion” when every em ployee is forc- 
d by his em ployer to join the par 
ticular union wifh which the em ­ 
ployer has m ade 
a 
union 
shop 
agreem ent? 
The 
union 
bosses 
argue that 
every employee is free to select 
within the union his representa- 
tive. But this is not a 
genuine 


freedom of choice, any m ore than 
there 
is 
freedom 
of 
v o t i n g ; 
u n d e r 
a 
com m unist 
govern­ 
ment. In com munism there is only , 
“one p arty" which the voter can i 
choose 
to represent him. In com- j 
, pulsory 
unionism there is only 
“ one p arty ” which the employee 
can choose to represent him. The 
single, helpless voter under com­ 
pulsory 
com m unism has no free 
j choice of his regal representative. 
There can be no self - organiza­ 
tion or 
self-government, no gov­ 
ernm ent by consent of the govern­ 
ed 
when persons are 
not fr<-e j 
' cither to join or refuse to join 
or to withdraw from the organiza­ 
tion or 
the party which has the 
legal authority to represent them, 
to speak for them , and to make 
agreem ents binding on them. In 
the language of Chief Justice Hugh­ 
es, upholding the constitutionality 
of the Railway Labor Act (281 U. 
S. 548», “ Collective action would 
be a 
m ockery 
if 
representation 
were m ade futile by interference 
with freedom of choic.” 
T he outstanding labor unions of 
the United States are m aking a 
mockery out of collective bargain- > 
ing and destroying the essential 
freedom of labor by their cam ­ 


paign to establish com pulsory un­ 
ionism which should not be lawful 
under a free governm ent or toler­ 
ated by a free people.

While no organized opposition to 
the proposed gasoline tax am end­ 
ment to be voted on M arch 6 has 
been heard 
in 
Monroe County, 
should anyone lie against it, here 
is something for them to think 
about, according to county officials 
and others fam iliar with the m at­ 
ter.

In cities and towns having a lo­ 
cal gasoline tax on top of the state 
tax, adoption of this am endm ent a 
tually will bring a tax reduction by 
ending the city tax. It will m ake 
the tax uniform, everyw here in 
the state, and yet continue to give 
all towns and cities at least as 
much money for their streets as 
they had in I960. 
Tlie im portant thing to rem em ­ 
ber is — the M arch 6 ballot will 
not increase the gas tax.

Washington — The future of the 
Kennedy legislative program could 
be affected greatly by the public 
reaction displayed during the ser­ 
ies of conferences now being con­

None of them is classified, am!

siles. It is possible for them to 
lie off the Florida Keys and hit 
industrial cities like Birm ingham , 
Ala., or off New York arid hit 
Cleveland and Detroit. 
In contrast, the United States 
has fewrer than 150 modern sub­ 
m arines; and only the new' Pol­ 
aris subs are equipped with un­ 
derw ater missiles. 
Near Defeat from Subs 
"The USA has twice m issed de­ 
feat by a ‘dragon’s breath’ at the 
hands of the relatively puny G er­ 
man subm arine forces,” Admiral 
Settle 
wrote in 
his unpublished 
foreword. "And the present m as­ 


sive Soviet subm arine fleet—mas- 
and offensive capability—is over­ 
whelmingly superior to the Am er­ 
ican anti-subm arine forces.”

effort to increase support for new 
trontierism. 
If the public reaction seems to 
favor the Kennedy proposals, the 
Administration would be encour­ 
aged to exert every effort possib­ 
le to win congressional approval. 
But if the public reaction seems 
unfavorable, 
the 
Administration 
alight decide to drop — or reduce 
the pressure for — some 
of its 
more controversial proposals. 
Just what the public reaction 
really is may be difficult to det­ 
ermine. Tl*e meetings are labeled 
as “White House Regional Confer­ 
ences” and arc being arranged 
by Admuiistration officials. Under 
these circumstances, it would not 
lie surprising if a big majority of 
those attending are ardent Admin­ 
stration supporters. 
Those who hold different views, 
however, have an opportunity to 
articipate — and a large turnout 
>f such persons could to impres­ 
sive. 
Naturally, politics being what it 
is. there are wide differences in 
the attitude taken toward the con­ 


ferences. 
An official White House announ­ 
cement says that they are “non - 
partisan” and are "intended to in­ 
form citizens about administrative 
and congressional action in the 
fields of urban affairs, full em­ 
ployment and economic growth 
and relating to problems and op­ 
portunities for youth and the elder­ 
ly.” 
“Federal officials who partici­ 
pate/’ the announcement added, 
"also will seek to gain informa­ 
tion about the views and attitudes 
of citizens toward these programs 
and as to future developments.” 
On the other hand, Rep. William 
E. Miller, chairman of the Repub- 
ican National Committee, says the 
conferences 
are 
"nothmg more 
than Democratic political rallies 
financed by taxpayers — an ef­ 
fort to build support for the lag­ 
ging Democratic program of the 
New Frontier and to offer alibis 
for the failures of the New Fron­ 
tier so far.” 
No one with any knowledge of 
how things are done in Washing­ 
ton questions that the real purpose 
of the meetings is to arouse pub­ 
lic sentiment in support of the 
Kennedy program — and to have 
this sentiment expressed as force­ 
fully as possiblt to members of the 
House and Senate who will deter­ 
mine the fate of the Administra­ 
tion proposals. 
Any administration in power in 
Washington bas this same goal — 
although the degree of zeal 
dis­ 
played in seeking to attain it has 
varid greatly from time to time. 
The Kennedy Administration de­ 
cided upon the series of meetings 
— each addressed by a Cabinet 
member or high ranking official 
— after the 1961 session of Con­ 
gress had adjourned without ap­ 
proving a large portion of the Ken­ 
nedy legislative program.

starts next Jan. IO. The Adminis­ 
tration — not unnaturally — wants 
favorable action at that time and

The Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON — C i v i l i a n s 
aren’t the only ones guilty of mili­ 
tary muzzling. A sensational arti­ 
cle by a young naval officer has 
recently been killed by the ad­ 
mirals because it calls attention 
to our woefully inadequate de­ 
fenses against enemy submarines. 
The warning was written bv a 
farsighted young lieutenant, Marc 
Arnheiter, 
in the office of 
the 
chief of naval operations, and con­ 
tained a foreword by Vice Adm. 
T. G .' W 
Settle, retired. How­ 
ever, it made the mistake of crit­ 
icizing the current naval policy 
of spending huge sums on 
big 
airplane carriers while neglecting 
destroyers 
and 
anti-submarine 
type vessels, 
So the article was killed—not 
by civilian censors, but by the 
Navy. Last year, a similar arti­ 
cle slipped by the naval security 
review 
officer. 
He 
was 
trans­ 
ferred. 
However, this column is in pos­ 
session of some of the facts which 
Lt, 
Arnheiter t$ied to 
publish. 
None of them is classified, and 
the public should know the score. 
One important fact is that Rus­ 
sia today has more than 600 mod­ 
ern submarines, many of them 
equipped with 
underwater 
mis­ 
siles. It is (Risible for them to 
lie off the Florida Keys and hit 
industrial cities like Birmingham, 
Ala., or off New York arid hit 
Cleveland and Detroit. 
In contrast, the United States 
has fewer than 150 modern sub­ 
marines; and only the new Pol­ 
aris subs are equipped w'ith un­ 
derwater missiles. 
Near Defeat from Subs 
"The USA has twice missed de­ 
feat by a 'dragon’s breath' at the 
hands of the relatively puny Ger­ 
man submarine forces,” Admiral 
Settle wrote in his unpublished 
fore wold. “And the present mas­ 


sive Soviet submarine fleet—mas- 
and offensive cat lability—is over­ 
whelmingly superior to the Amer­ 
ican anti-submarine forces.” 
Lt. Arnheiter ^jointed out in his 
suppressed article that our anti­ 
submarine 
warfare 
forces 
are 
woefully, disastrously inadequate 
to safeguard and maintain our vi­ 
tal tanker 
and 
other seaborne 
traffic 
in wartime. 
"We are relatively worse off 
now than in 1917 
and 1941," Ad- 
miral Settle also warned. 
The drone anti-submarine war­ 
fare helicopter, “Dash.” designed 
to spot subs from over the water, 
is not yet operational. The Wag- 
might, a vertical take-of and land­ 
ing plane, “has apparently been 
aborted by the Navy,’ * 
"Lt. Arnheiter’s article,” 
ac­ 
cording to Admiral Settle, “gives 
unclassified facts with 
clearcut 
emphasis in this matter of prime 
national importance. The dismal 
alternative 
to prompt remedial 
measures to redress our anti-sub­ 
marine warfare nakedness will in­ 
evitably be that we will be caught 
that we will again suffer enor­ 
mous losses at sea; that we will 
again be starved for our ‘black 
blood,’ possibly 
decisively 
this 
time.” 
This was the warning killed, not 
by civilian censors* but by the 
Navy.

Soon they reached the green 
and white fram e home where Lin­ 
coln lived. The girls saw him sit­ 
ting on the side porch, and he, in 
turn, spied the visitor and came 
striding down the walk to greet 
him cordially. 
Then, he looked down at the two 
girls who were hanging back shy­ 
ly He asked their names and the 
man thanked them for showing 
grandmother - to - be up on his 
shoulders and carried her to the 
porch , 
Lincoln invited th eman to sit 
down. and whisked my grandmo­ 
ther from his shoulder to the floor. 
Seating himself, he patted his knee 
and set Tilly upon it. His guest 
scooped ut) HU Elizabeth and set 
her upon his knee. The two girls 
sat there quietly, slightly awed, as 
the two men talked for some time. 
Tilly gazed up at Lincoln’s craggy 
rhin and jutting nose and his kind­ 
le, deep-set eyes. A tuft of hair 
stuck out from the back of his 
head in a way which fascinated her 
Across his chest was an enormous 
chain, and she could plainly hear 
the ticking of a watch in his vest 
pocket.

My grandmother recalled the In­ 
cident happily a1] her long life — 
she lived almost to the age of 80.

My own mother, now 76, once 
regaled her classmates at school 
with the story of her mother’s en­ 
counter with Lincoln, and was tne 
center of attention.

“Maude told a terrible fib at 
school today,’* the teacher told 
my grandmother, “ and I thought 
you should know about it.

The following comes from Mrs. 
Dorothea Ross Goldberg. 2716 West 
Seventy - sixth street. It was writ­ 
te n by her father, Harry F. Ross, 
not long before his death in 1930. 
For sixty - five years a portrait 
of Thomas Lincoln has been among 
the cherished keepsakes of a fam­ 
ily. the member* of which were un­ 
aware that no biographer of the 
m artyred President had ever dis­ 
covered a picture of his father. 
William Herndon, Lincoln’* law 
partner and one of his earliest bio­ 
graphers, stated that Thomas Lin­ 
coln never had hts picture taken, 
but

Herndon 
wrong in this case as in many oth­ 
er things. 
So accurately does this photograph 
fit the written descriptions of Tho- 
mas Lincoln that little room is left 
for doubt of its authenticity, even 
though there hi a gap of a dozen 
years in its history. (After this ac­ 
count was written, the authenticity 
of the picture was further estab­ 
lished by the Lincoln 
Insurance 
company, which has a similar pho­ 
tograph in its extensive Lincoln 
collection.) 
Til# photograph was the proper­ 
ty of Mrs. Fred J. Shafer of Frank­ 
lin, Ind. Her father, O. V. Flora, 
brought it home with him from the 
Civil War in 1865. 
Mr. Flora served four years in 
the 10th Ohio battery, having en­ 
listed at Yellow Springs. O., in 18- 
61. He was an enthusiastic adm ir­ 
er and supporter ot President lin ­ 
coln, and some time during his 
Iieriod of service acquired his per­ 
iod of service acquired this picture 
having bought it from a man who 
said he was a relative of the Pre- 
ssdent “on his mother’* side” . This 
statement Mrs. Shafer heard her 
father make several times, but be 
mg unaware of the picture s rarity, 


she never questioned him further 
about it. 
Not until Mrs. Shafer took 
the 
photograph to the Indiana State 
library did she learn that no other 
picture of Thomas Lincoln was 
known to be 
in existence. 
Technical examination of 
the 
photograph reveals that it was not 
the original picture for which Tho­ 
mas Lincoln sat, but had been co­ 
pied from a daguerrotype. As a 
m atter of fact, it could not be 
authentic otherwise. The process 
of making photographs by means 
of glass negatives and paper prints 
was not perfected until 1851. and 
Thomas Lincoln died in January 
of that year. 
Abe’s First Portrait. 
Daguerrotypes had been 
made 
for ten years and itinerant cam­ 
eramen had penetrated to every 
section of the country. Inquiry at 
Charleston, 111., near where Thom­ 
as Lincoln, spent the later years 
of his life, reveals that there was 
a daguerrotypist there as early as 
1850. It is also said that there was 
one at Beardstown, III. Abraham 
Lincoln’s first picture, a daguerro­ 
type. was made three or four 
yeans before his father’s death and 
it now reposes among the Ltncoln- 
iana bequeathed to the Library of 
Congress by Robert T. Lincoln. 
Fortunately 
we 
have 
several 
trustworthy descriptions of Thom­ 
as Lincoln by persons who knew 
him intimately during his lifetime. 
All agree in their main 
points, 
and with this picture. 
The photograph Mrs. Shafer has 
is a print on albumen paper made 
from a wet plate collodion nega­ 
tive, which is conclusive evidence 
that it was made some time be­ 
tween 1851 and 1880. Considered in 
connection with this picture is a 
paragraph in Ward H. Lamon’s life 
of Lincoln, published In 1872. In an 
interview with Dennis Hanks, who 
lived in Thomas Lincoln’s home 
many years, Lamon asked, “Did 
any of the Johnston family ask for 
office after Abe was elected'* To 
which Dennis replied: “ No, Thom­ 
as Johnston weet to Abe. He got 
this perm it to take daguerrotypes 
in the arm y. This is all, for they 
are a1! dead except John's boys.” 
This clue, brief as it is. may yet 
lead to the m aker of the original 
daguerrotype. The Thomas Johns­ 
ton referred to was the step • 
grandson of Thomas Lincoln, and 
the Johnstons and Lincolns lived 
together for years. Just when this 
youth learned to make daguerroty­ 
pes has not yet been uncovered, 
but the words of Dennis Hanks 
lead to the natural inference that 
the original daguerrotype and even 
the copy of the photograph were 
his work. 
Mr. Flora's statement that the 
man from whom he obtained this 
photograph was a relative of Presi­ 
dent Lincoln "on his mother’s side” 
gives color to this supposition. This 
young m an’s grandmother was Sa­ 
rah Lincoln, the President’* step­ 
mother.
